came on bicycles from every direntlnn. 
Everybody had full liberty of the grounds. 
They could drive and walk everywhere 
with no one to interfere. 
It was a good 


thing that full liberty was given, for tbe 
people had to go somewhere and every, 
body wanted to get as near the pavilion 
as they could to hear the music by Good • 
man's band and 'view the beauty of the 
spacious shelter. 


In all parts of the grounds almost could 


be seen little specks of light marking the 
picnic space taken by families who bad 
come out early iu tbe evening and prefer- 
red to remain in "camp" for a time be- 
fore getting in the crowd and starting for 
home.

After the tax 
was levied on the people of the city we 
aow have tbe promise of $3000 or (4000 
with which to continue tbe work. But 
the commissioners have done a great deal 
of work without this money which they 
should be given credit !or. 
They have

per day for his services as a policeman 
and have given him tbe rent at tbe bouse 
free. 
Tbe springs have been 'walled with 


brick, the driveways graveled and the 
grounds have been put in the finest ; of 
shape. Then this pavilion has been built 
at a cost of about $3000. This shews the 
efficiency of the men who wore chosen ae 
commissioners of the now paik.

History shows us that the 
cities of the world that have become fam- 
ous are the ones where large parks have 
been provided. It is- the Intention of tho

Attorney General Akin is at work upon 


a decision of gieat importance to those In- 
terested in the state game law. The point 
is brongbt up by parties in Bloomington, 
the contention being, according to the 
Bulletin, the exact date whan the law 
erases to be operative each year. It la 
claimed by sportstneji all over the state 
that the game law expires September 1 
and that the bill passed by the legisla- 
ture in 1S8S and signed by the governor 
so reads. By some means they say, prob- 
ably through an error by an engrossing 
clerfe. the bill was entered upon the stat- 
ute books aa leading September 15 for 
tbejexpiration of the law. 
Tba argument 


is further made that when the bill was 
up for passage, the granger element in- 
sisted that it read September 15, while 
the sportsmen wanted it to read August 
15 
A compromise was finally agreed up- 


on and as it passed the house and senate 
the bill read September 1. Governor Fi- 


fer, who signed the bill, says that while 
ha did not road the measure closely, yet 
bo was under the Impression that when it 
passed the assembly the date was the 1st. 
Ihe opinion is general among members 
of the legislature at that time that the 
date was September 1. 


In icsponse to a request for a decision, 


the attorney general promised to at onoo 
look up the records. The matter has been 
tho subject of much controversy for years, 
and all interested will welcome a final 
disposition.
